Mr. Owsley, who 
lives on the comer of Fourteenth and 
Main, we understand refuses to sell 
his property to the Traction Company, 
they having offered g^od prices for 
same, but at the same time if this 
change is made as now contemplated 
it puts Mr. Owsley in a pocket, and 
will hereafter injure the sale of his 
property. However, it looks as if 
Mr. Owsley should come to terms with 
the Traction Company, when they offer 
good price for his property, and when 
the welfare of the public is at stake.

It Wasn’t His, 



A 25,000-acre tract of land near Ray- 
mondville, Tex., will be colonized by 
farmers from France. Belgium, Switzer- 
land and Hollapd.

Nowada3's "the Levant’’ means solely 
the eastern Mediterranean region. But 
It really signifies the east in a general 
Eense — the region of the rising sun, in 
fact— being derived from the French 
“lever,” to rise. By "the high Levant” 
Bacon meant the far east. In the 
eighteenth century Chamljers’ Encyclo- 
pedia explained that "Levant” aiipHed 
to any country to the eastward of one, 
and in this sense Evelyn w'rote of 
“more Levantine parts than Italy,” 
“Levant,” indeed, was iuter«‘hangeable 
.with “orient,” just as "i»ouent” w'as 
•with "Occident.” So we find Milton 
writing of "Levant” and "Poueut” 
minds. — London Chronicle.
